Canada and the United States 


In these days of almost universal 


unrest, words of advice and warning 
are so frequently uttered and written 
that there is grave danger-of the pub- 
Ne ear becoraing dulled, and the eld 
fable repeating itself, and the cry of 
“wolf, wolf” so often sounded being 
disregarded when actual danger is im- 
minent. 


Nevertheless, at the risk of but ad- 
ding to the alarms given, the writer 
of this column ventures to declare 
without equivocation of any kind that 
danger is threatening Canada, the Bri- 
tish Empire, the United States, ard, 
through these great English-speaking 
nations, is threaténing the world. 

A deliberate propaganda is being 
engineered throughout the English- 
speaking world, but more especially 
in the United States, to create and de- 
velop a feeling of antagonism, of sus- 
Picion, of hate, between the people of 
the United States and the people of 
the British Empire. And because Can- 
ada is British, and the next door 
neighbor of the United States, no 
stone is being left unturned to arouse 
an anti-American among 
people in this Dominion. 

Traced to its course, this propagan- 
da is the work of Germans and Ger- 
man sympathizers. Make no mistake 
about it. And the writer would say, 
as a writer in McLean’s magazine said 
recently: “Canadians, don’t fall for it.” 

Ignominously defeated in the Great 
War; all her colonies lost to her,‘and 
with loss of:territory in Europe; her 
shipping in the hands of her former 
enemies; her world trade destroyed; 
her money at a ruinous discount 
throughout the world; burdened? wit? 
an enormous debt, and with discon- 
tent and rebellion seething at home, 
Germany is striving almost with des- 
peration to retrieve in piece what she 
lost in war. Unless she can do so; 
unless she can gain a new footing in 
world trade and conimerce, Germany’s 
position is hopeless for generations 
to come, 

How is slte. to even partially regain 
all that she has lost? She sees but 
one sure, certain and fairly swift me- 
thod, and that is to drive a wedge of 
suspicion and hate between the Bri- 
tish Empire and the United States, 
“Accomplish this, and the way is open 
for Germany to again emerge as a 
power in the world.

With a firm friendship cemented be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, it would, in the final analysis, 
matter little whether the League of 
Nations became a permanent institu- 
tion- or not, because united they can 
maintain the peace of the world; div- 
ided and suspicious of one another, no 
League of Nations could be effective. 

Upon Canada devolves an enormous 
responsibility. A former member of 
the Lloyd George Government said to 
the writer that great as had been Can- 
ada’s contribution to victory in the war 
and glorious as was the position this 
Dominion had won for itself among 
the nations, its recent achievements 
and glory were small inceed compar- 
ed with the opportunity for world ser- 
vice now thrust upon it. Canada, he 
said, was in fact, the hostage for the 
future peace of the world. Situated, 
as this country is, a loyal and proud 
British Dominion, alongside the great 
English-speaking repuglic, its people 
had it in their power to bring about 
a unity in sentiment between the Unit- 
ed States and the British Empire 
which alone could make permanent 
world peace possible, On the other 
hand, Canadians had it equally in 
their power, by unwise and ill-consid- 
ered action and the development of 
an anti-American sentiment to do irre- 
trievable injury to a concord between 
the Empire and the Republic. 

Canadians should be on their guard. 
They should not be led astray by the 
political scheming, and the pro-Germ- 
an propaganda, across the line, This 
twisting of the Lion’s tail does not 
meet with the approval of the sound 
commonsense of the American people. 
It is tlie work of a noisy minority. 
Canadians can afford $p treat it with 
contempt. Don’t take it seriously; 
don’t retaliate in kind, Just laugh at, 
it, and keep on striving to create an 
eternal friendship between the two

British Columbia to 
Change Road Rules 


Act to Change Rule of the Road Is 


Introduced in Legislature 

Legislation to amend the highway 
Act to the extent of changing the rule 
of the road in British Columbia has 
been introduced in the Legislature by 
the government. At present the prac- 
tice is to drive by the left. Under the 
new legislation the greater portion of 
the province would adopt the new rule 
in July next, but Vancouver Island 
and those sections of the mainland 
served by the British Columbia Elec- 
tric Railway Company would be giv- 
en until December 31, 1921, to effect 
the change. The reason for this is 
that the railway company will have 
extensive alterations to make in its 
track and cars, involving, according 
to its own officials, an expenditure of 
from’ $700,000 to $1,000,000. This 
money will eventually come out of the 
public, either through increased street 
car fares or else by taxation if the 
government elects to pay the bill. 

The change in the rule of the road 
is to be effected dn the ground that 
the right hand drive prevails prac- 
tically throughout the North Americ- 
an continent. Tourists from the Unit- 
ed States and other parts of Canada 
coming to British Columbia have in 
the past experienced difficulties be- 
cause of the left hand drive in this 
province, 


Salmon Ship Sails 
For the Far North 


Must Take Entire Season’s Supply Of 
Food As Well As Clothes. 
For Workers 

San Francisco, California, — The 
Star of Russia is the first ship of the 
Alaska Packers to sail this spring for 
the far north. Each cannery of that 
company is supplied by one of the 
famous 18 “star” ships, which are am- 
ong the last of the old square-rigged 
vessels once so common in the Pacific. 
The ship must take an entire season’s 
supply of food, cans and machinery, 
as well as clothes for the workers, as 
most of the canneries of the Alaska 
Packers are too far away from any 
dependable source of supply to permit 
replenishing their stores during the 
busy fish “run.” At the cannery the 
ship becomes a combination of ware- 
house and store at which the cannery 
workers and native Indians supply 
their needs for the entire year. At 
the end of the season the season's 
pack is loaded aboard and the ship 
again sets sail for the Golden Gate.

In the northwestern United States 
there was a_ hard strugle before 
Durum wheat became established aw 
a recognized and profitable article of 
commerce, Probably a similar struggle 
will occur in Canada, and those who 
are pioneers in the growing of Dur- 
um wheat may very likely find it un- 
profitable, though it seems almost cer~ 
tain that ultimately Durum varieties 
will be more remunerative to farmera 
in the southern portions of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan than the varieties 
which are now usually grown there.

It is reported that on June 30, 1919 


there was in Australia a sufficient 
amount of wool, ready for shipment, 
to make 477,777,777 suits of clothes. 
| This statement is based on the report 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Perth, West Australia, which states 
jthat on the date mentioned there was 
in Australia, unshipped, wool to the 
[extent of 1,389,000 bales, or approxim- 
jately 670,000 tons. Reduced into 
pounds, this vast number of bales re- 
Presents a total of about 1300,000,000 
pounds of wool Allowing three 
| sourda for a suit of clothes, the total 
number of raw suits in Australia was 
477,777,777, which would be about 
eight suits for every male person in 
the United States, or ,reckoning 4,000,- 
000° males in Canada, about 125 suits 
for every person, 

The total productionof wool in 
| Australia is about 2,025,468 bales, or 
jabout two billion pounds, As this 
new clip was almost ready for ship- 
ment, it can be seen that the great 
problem is one of transportation. To 
ship the old supply, it is estimated 
would require 130 cargo steamers, so 
that altogether about 300 ships would 
be needed to move the wool out of 
Australia between June 30, 1919 and 
the summer of 1920, when another 
new clip would be ready.

our civilization is better than that of 
Germany we shall win, ultimately, and 
if our civilization is worse than that 
of Germany, we shall be defeated, ul- 
timately—and we shall deserve to be 
defeated. But I rather think that 
neither of these alternatives will be 
the result. I rather think that the 
test of the war will show that there 
are elements in German civilization 
that are better than ours, and clem- 
ents in ours that are better than 
theirs, and that the good elements wil! 
survive and form the basis of a new 
civilization better than either.” 

“Tf that is so,” Dave replied, “if this 
war is but the wofking out of immu- 
table law which proposes to put all 
the elements of civilization to the su- 
preme test and ‘retain only those 
which are justifiable by that‘ test, why 
should I—or any one else—fight?

On hearing from a Canadian ship- 
per this office will be glad to put him 
in touch with a horse dealer who has 
been in the trade for many years and 
has customers in various parts of the 
United Kingdom, He would be pre- 
pared to handle the horses, and prob- 
jably, if necessary, be willing to go or 
‘send some one to Canada to select 
the horses most suitable for this mar- 
ket.” 

On this continent, what do we see? 

In the few states of the American 
Union where formerly a surplus of 
‘horses was being produced, they have 
not been breeding; in fact, many of 
their mates have not produced a colt 
for two or three years. They were 
making more money raising grain and 
producing meats for the allied coun- 
tries, 

In the United States today there 
are fewer young horses in propor- 
tion to the total than at any time 
in the history of the country. This 
means that there is sure to be a scar- 
city of good young horses suitable 
‘for use in 1921, 21, 22, 23 and 24, with 
‘a certainty of much higher prices. 

Of the 21 million horses now on 
farms and ranches in the United 
States, less than five million are of 
distinct types well calculated to do 
| their particular job in life. This makes 
it easier for the tPactor peopte to sell 
their machines, a good engine against 
a poor horse.” Despite this, Prof. W. 
F. Handschin, chief of the depart- 
ment of farm.organization and man- 
agement, at the University of Illin- 
lois, declares that, after seven years 
cost studies on Illinois farms, that 
mechanical power, even on large 
farms has not displaced more than 20 
per cent. of the horses used.
